The Veterans of 1812,

The vetoran soldiers of 1812 hald thelr regnlar
meeling at the Sopreme Court room at 10
o'vock (bls morning The mesting was
organized by colling Mr. Peter Hays to the
Obalr. The principal business of the meeting

was the unanimous passage of the resolutions
submlilted by the Executive Committes. They
re read by the Seoretary, Mr, John W, Fricic,
revious Lo reading the resolutlons, the Presl-
dent made a few remarks about a petition re-
monstrating inst the repealing of an act of
the 30th of March, 1800, entitied "“An Act to
rovide for the payvment of annulties to the
Boldleru of the War of 1512, and to thelr widows,
The number of applicants under that act will
be about 2800,

Colonel Jobn Thompson offered tha resolu-
tons framed by the kxecutive Commitiee, as

Description.
The main featuve of the day was the

These relics demand s specinl mention and
deseription.

The table s of mahogany, and the m? which
1s plain, is covered over with black ol cloth.
The table is arranged with a la‘l’rle drawer under
the central part, and threo small drawors nnder
eneh end., These drawers are inlald with a
narrow strip of yeliow wood about one-sighth
of an inoh In width all around the
edge, and ench drawer 1§ furnlshod
wlg o plain loak. The brass bandles that were
in the trrawers hiave been broken on the three
right hand drawers, The table ltself stands
upon elght le The latter are plain and
square, with alittle fluting, On the ends of the
table-drawer, and on the ends offf the table
jtsell there isa slight attempl al ornamenta-
tion by inln{lng piain slips of maple, The
table is aboul five feet by thirty inches, and
stands aboul thirty inehes from the floor. It s
yeory plain, and of the mosi democratie nspect.

.'I"l'!oelmr i @ very luteresting relic of ths old
stralght-back days of oar graudfathers, It is
stropgly made of mabogany. 'The seat aud
cushion are Hined with erimson moroeeo,and the
sides are studded with opalls, The legs of the
chalr are plain and square, aud the bottoms
shod with brass. ‘The chalr stands altogother
abont five foel in helght, There is some slight
attempl ot ornpamentation, but the carving Is
of the plainest description. The baele is almost

Durlhg the s h of Mr. Hall, the most doap
and thritlin nlerest was muanifested by the
<|Intlt:gulnlw§l asgsemblage present to the histo-
rioal reminescences that wers bronght ap by
the speaker, and frequently they would breai
out into marked appianse at some particnlarly
thrilling pn::ftﬁ.

It was Indeed a thrilling scene, and ong that
wiil be remembered as an epochi lo the history
of the eity, The old venerated portralts of 1he
{llustrions dend seemed to glow with a balo on
the thrilling secene that was |:mlu‘r,r.

Theso old relles, that, during the time that
“Iried men’s sonls,"” occupled the sacred pre-
cinets to whieh they were agaln introduoced,
seemed 10 be endowed wilh new virtues, ae-
quired from the solemnity of the oceasion,

After the conclusion of Mr. Hall's eloguent
remarks, his Honor Mayor MeMichael mado a
most olegant nddress, as follows:—

Gentlemen of tha Senate and Hounse of BRepre-
sentatives: The city of Philadelphia accepts the
trust which the commonwenlth of P_annnflunlu
confides to her, To mark her sense of its import-
unoe, she bas assembled here, as participants and
spectators, the honored diguitaries who administer
joatice within her borders; the favored citisens to
whom sbe has delegated her authority to mak® and
execule Inws; the noble old men whom mors than
half acentury ago she sent out to repel foreign in-
varion; the younger soldiers, ohilef among whom is
her own goallant son, who recently perilied their
lives in alding to crush domestic trenson; the
lenrned expositors of her historic legends and
traditions, &nd the members of the press, which
«nily records her progress and opinions. In
this presence she makes public declaration that
she esteems the custody of thess precions relies a
rare privilege, and offers a solemn pledge that she
will gunrd them with scrupulous fldelity and
preserve them with assidoous care,

It is proper they should be here. It was here
they wera associated with the deeds which nave
given to thess simple pieces of furniture a value
beyond all price; it s hers they can be best
seen by the countless nerations which the
fame of this sacred edifice will attract hi her
t0 long as oclvilization and freedom survive.
Memorials |dentified with striking epochs of
their oareer are justly held in veneration by
sll nations. To the Iwlian, the iron crown of
Charlemngne symbolizes & national unity that
has inspired him with bope amid the degradation
and dieasters of centaries; to the Scotchman,
the heart of the Bruce, in all ¢climes and under all
vicissitudes, 1s a cherished trophy of national re-
nown; to the American, these humbler embiems
are slgnificant, not only of & glorious past, but of
a marvellous i'ulm which will include the occn-
pation’ of many lands, the dominion of many
sens and the compaoct of many peoples, joined
together by the all-embracing bonds of free
Institutions and individual rights,

Since these relics were separated trom this hall,
a period less than the scriptural limit of & man's
life has intervened; but in that period the develop-
ments of science and the achigvementa of art have
surpassed the wildest imaginations of theorists, and
polineal reyolations have taken plnce in which an-
clent dynnsties have beén shattered and scattersd,
and out of whioch radiesl changes of government
have been evolved, and these developments and
these achievements and these revolutions have
co-operated, and are still co-operating, to produce
on this continent ap empire wider in territorinl ex-
tent, stropnger in physical power, richer in mate-
rinl wealth, higher in intellectual culture, and
grander in patriotic aims than any the world has
witnessed. The men who sat in this seat and wrote
at this table, whilsengaged in the creation of a new
republic, had keen insight and profound wisdom,
and as they intended the sirncture o be reared by
their descendants should tower to the heavens, they

deep 8s the ocean, And, verily, they shall have
their reward. For long after the votaries of the
{alse prophet, whose thronels crumbling io the
East, shall abandon thelr senseless pligrimagas to
his fabled tomb, and his name shall only be re-
membered as o synonym of Just and rapioe, the
followers of thess trus prophets shall gather round
this living shringe, not In abject lgnorance to
adore, but with grateful recognilion to bless the
memories of those who first preached the evangel
of universal liberty, and some of whom nttested
their taith through the ordeals of martyrdom and
by the baptism of blood.

The tme for this restoration has been well
chosen. An nct so blended with joyful feelings
should be performed in the midst of festive sur-
roundiogs. The booming cannon that shook this
morning’s sky—the mariial strains that iloat upon
the air—the streaming flags that denote the pre-
sence of o holldltlg.—thau have rightly ushered in
and illastrated day set apart for such & service,
But in the day itself there ls even more sasential ft-
nesy, What oocasion so suitable As thé birthday
of Washington for depoomngh, among kindred
objects, in this chamber, which his stately form
has =0 often aignified and adorned, thess me-
morials of an era with which his name is fndis-
solnbly conmected! KEspecially Is this s0 when
we conslder that the ends for which he prayed
and labored and suffersd are nparmhm: towards
tonsummation, and that the Union to which his
great heart was dedicnted, nfier belng purged and
purified in the alembic of civil wWir, is brighter,
purer, better and firmer thun ever before. Aad,
my :riaadl, ns we gage on his serons and majestic
fontures, pletured on yonder wall, may we not be
pemllmrto indulge the fancy that his spirit
hovers near us, and that if it conld kiodle in thoss
eyes the light of Iife, and impart to those lipsa
heman niwerance, he would smile spproviogly on
this ceramonial, and proclaim his satisfaction thnt
in all parts of the magnificont domain he so large-
Iy helped to eatnblish—in the south ne well na the
north; in the west not less than the east— he car-
dinal doeirine of the Declaration of Independnos
—the sublime annotuncement that all men are
created frae and equal—has become o fixed and lm-
mulahle fact.

Aflter the conclusion of Mayor MoM 'chnel's
‘speech, Colonel J. Hoss Bnowden made a few
remarks upon behall of the Historleal Soclety
o!
